that the new law in a single respec 
is unduly favorable to one.particula 
trust, my answer is that—the old law 
favored a dozen trusts. JEvery man 
despite the Republican statements t 
the contrary, should understand tha 
another general or extensive tariff re 
vision Is not contemplated by th 
Democrats now or in tbe rfuture 
This determination .does not preclud 
the desirability of redeeming by th 
passage of such bills, whatever pledg 
es we have made In our platform o 
otherwise force raw materials or th 
readjustment of any objecticnabl 
sugar schedule.

for the payment of moneys due for

treasuries became necessary, and was 
entered upon, which gave an excuse 
lor delay in settlement of Govern- 
ment claims, when in truth and in 
lact the nation, for the time being, 
was virtually bankrupt, because the 
available funds had been used to 
carry out the provisions of the Sher- 
man silver law, and the McKinley 
law failed to produce the required 
revenues.

getting worse, until the Sherman law 
was repealed, and they were not fully 
relieved until the repeal of the Mc- 
Kinley law.
